Brush fire blackens Spryfield area 


Wind, heat. About 60 
households evacuated 
for several hours 
Monday evening

Warm and dry — perfect for a 
long weekend, but really bad 
for brush fires. 

Shortly after 4 p.m. on Mon¬ 
day, crews were called out to a 
fast-moving brush fire in the 
Spiyfield area, between Colpitt 
Lake and Williams Lake. 

“Firefighters encountered a 
really fast, high-burning fire in 
the woods, and it was crown¬ 
ing in the treetops. It was a 
veiy aggressive fire,” said Dave 
Meldrum, divisional chief with 
Halifax Regional Fire. “The 
wind was pushing the fire to¬ 
wards the Purcells Cove Road 
at a pretty high rate of speed, 
so as a precaution, our fire in¬ 
cident commander ordered an 
evacuation of all homes along 
Purcells Cove Road from Halls 
Road up to, but not including, 
Oceanview Drive.” 

That’s about 60 households. 
Lucidly, the homes were not 
touched by fire and no injuries 
were reported. The Red Cross 
set up an emergency shelter at 
the Chocolate Lake recreation 
centre, but most people stayed 
with friends and family.

• HRM had about 40 fire¬ 
fighters battling the brush 
fire Monday, plus several 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources (DNR) personnel. 
Three DNR helicopters 
were dumping water. 


People were allowed back 
into their homes by 9 p.m. on 
the condition they could leave 
quickly if conditions changed. 

If the wind and heat weren’t 
challenging enough, the loca¬ 
tion of the flames made it even 
more difficult for firefighters to 
get a handle on. 

“We jumped on this fire 
as quick as we could, but it’s 
very challenging for firefight¬ 
ers because it was burning hot 
and fast and very hard to get at; 
there’s no real access roads to 
get up in that area,” Meldrum 
said. 

“We called the Department 
of Natural Resources right away 
and they brought aircraft to 
drop water on it, as well as their 
personnel.” 

By 9 p.m., helicopters were 
called off for the night and fire¬ 
fighters switched to monitor¬ 
ing the last pockets of flames 
contained to the lake area. Fire 
crews were set to start battling 
again at first light.

Police on lookout 
for teens who 
robbed 2 men 

Halifax police are look¬ 
ing for up to six teen¬ 
agers who jumped two 
men in the south end 
of the city on Sunday 
afternoon. 

At about 2 p.m., Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police say 
officers went to Univer¬ 
sity Avenue and South 
Park Street after two 
male students living in 
Halifax were approached 
by the group, assaulted 
and then robbed. 

Police say the victims 
suffered minor injuries, 
with one of them having 
cash and personal items 
stolen. 

The suspects — two 
females and three to 
four males — are de¬ 
scribed as being between 
the ages of 15 and 18. 

Police are continuing 
to investigate.

Jennifer Slaunwhite couldn’t 
believe what she was seeing. 

The Terence Bay resi¬ 
dent watched as fire ravaged 
through hectares and hec¬ 
tares of woodlands in the 
Spryfield area late Monday 


afternoon. 

“Oh my gosh, the flames 
and the smoke were unreal. 
It’s quite sad,” Slaunwhite 
said as she watched the heavy 
smoke in the distance. 

“I know some people 
have been evacuated from 
homes and there is still a lot 
of smoke.... You can see the 
flames shoot up every couple 
of minutes and then there’s 
lots and lots of smoke.” 

The fire broke out around 
4:15 p.m. between Purcells 
Cove and Herring Cove Road, 
and over the next five hours 
dozens of homes were evacu¬ 
ated, streets were closed and 


traffic was re-routed. 

Like many others, Liam 
Woodman watched the blaze 
from a hill off of Williams 
Lake Road. 

Just a few hours earlier, 
Woodman was waiting tables 
at the Royal Nova Scotia Yacht 
Squadron on Purcells Cove 
Road before it was evacuated 
due to the fire. 

“There was a lot of smoke. 
We were almost covered in 
smoke,” he said of the scene 
at the squadron. 

From there, Woodman 
drove to watch the fire on the 
hill near Williams Lake.

was when I saw Halls Road — 
there was a lot of smoke and 
a bit of flame quite close to 
houses and, not only that, but 
a lot of families and people 
walking on the road,” he said.

What’s good for downtown 
Halifax and Dartmouth is good 
for Quinpool Road, too. 

The Quinpool Road Main- 
street District Association Ltd. 
has asked HRM for permission 
to put up signage on utility 
poles to emphasize the area, 
just like what’s done in the 
downtown cores. 

Problem is, many of the 
poles weren’t approved by 
stakeholders to carry the ban¬ 
ners. So as a first, the group 
is looking to add signs to bike 
racks too. The issue will be 
decided at Tuesday’s Halifax 
regional council meeting. 

“This is over a year in the 
making,” said Karla Nicholson, 
general manager of the district 
association. 

There are more than 70 
poles on the street, but the as¬ 
sociation only got approval for 
25 from HRM, Bell-Aliant, and 
Nova Scotia Power Inc. Many of 


the poles were discounted for 
banners as they would cause 
trouble for big trucks, and be¬ 
cause of wind issues especially 
along the stretch of road in 
front of the Atlantic Super¬ 
store. 

Some banners have been 
up on the street since 2000, 
but they’re getting old and tat¬ 
tered. The new banners that 
will go up will be over the side¬ 
walk and not the street. 

For Nicholson, these small 
improvements — paid for by 
HRM — are a small consola¬ 
tion for missing out on a major 
renovation over two years ago. 

“We were going to do a

huge streetscaping project 
somewhere in the neighbour¬ 
hood of $8 to $10 million but 
the funding didn’t happen — 
we didn’t get the infrastruc¬ 
ture money from the feds and 
the province,” she said, adding 
it was a big letdown for the 
business owners on the street. 

“So since that time, we’ve 
been working on a plan to do 
some streetscape improve¬ 
ments.” 

The banners will be in the 
design used by the association, 
which resembles a sign from a 
1950s diner. 

And there will be another 
couple of renovations on the 
street, Nicholson said. The 
kiosks near Canadian Tire 
and Oxford Theatre will be 
replaced and HRM is working 
on a plan to add trees 
along the street.

Missing patient found 
close to forensic hospital 


Capital Health and the Halifax 
Regional Police aren’t saying 
where specifically Amy Ogilvie 
was found before she was taken 
back to the East Coast Forensic 
Hospital. 

Ogilvie, 21, had been mis¬ 
sing from the hospital since 
she failed to return after an un- 
supervised leave on May 4. 

She was found by police in 
the vicinity of the hospital on 
Saturday, but Capital Health 
spokeswoman Deirdre Taylor 
can’t say if Ogilvie was on the 
way back to the facility at the 
time. 

“All I know is that she was 
picked up in the area of (the 



hospital). That’s what (police) 
told us,” Taylor said on Monday. 

After Ogilvie went missing, 
police received information 
that she had travelled to Mont¬ 


real. Neither HRP nor Capital 
Health could say Monday if 
they still believed Ogilvie trav¬ 
elled out of province. 

The Department of Health 
and Wellness, in conjunction 
with the Department of Justice, 
have launched two reviews into 
the hospital’s leave policy for 
patients. The other review will 
examine the case of Andre Noel 
Denny, who went missing from 
the facility on April 17 and is 
now charged with the murder 
of Halifax gay rights activist 
Raymond Taavel. 

The results of those reviews 
are expected this summer.

star won’t be teeing off 
in HRM this summer 


Foul play suspected. Cash 
reward offered in case of 
missing Dartmouth woman 


One of the PGA tour stars 
scheduled to tee it up at the 
Glen Arbour Golf Course this 
summer is now out after being 
sidelined with an injuiy. 

It was announced Monday 
that Anthony Kim will miss the 
rest of the FedEx Cup season to 
treat chronic tendinitis in his 
left arm. 

Kim, along with Paul Casey 
and defending champion Jhon- 
attan Vegas, were announced 
last month as participants for 
the TELUS World Skins Games 
at Glen Arbour on July 30 and 
31. 

Kim was the most notable 
of the three announcements. 
He has three PGA tour victories, 
and career earnings totalling 
more than $12.2 million. 

David Haggith of IMG Can¬ 
ada, which is helping to put on 
the event, confirmed to Metro 
Kim is now out of the event and 
organizers are in the process 
of filling his spot, plus die two 
more player announcements 
still to come for the five-man 
field. 

This year, Kim has made 
only two cuts on the PGA tour 
and has withdrawn from his 
last three tournaments. Along 
with nagging pain in his left 



forearm, Kim hurt his right 
elbow when his club struck a 
rock while he was trying to hit 
out of a bush at the Texas Open. 

He decided to take time off 
after seeing the same Cleveland 
doctor who operated on his left 
thumb two years ago. 

Kim says he’s been hying to 
revive his game and has been 
held back by injuries. Treat¬ 
ment is expected to last four 
to five months. That gives Kim 
hope of returning after the Ry¬ 
der Cup for the Fall Series.

Occupy N.S. 
eyes legal action 

Occupy Nova Scotia con¬ 
tinues to explore the pos¬ 
sibility of legal action over 
arrests made more than 
six months ago during the 
dismantling of the group’s 
tents in Victoria Park. 

Organizer Ian Mathe- 
son said the group has 
also decided to assemble a 
people’s tribunal to hold 
the Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality and the Halifax 
Regional Police account¬ 
able. 

Eleven people were 
charged with obstruction of 
justice after police moved 
into Halifax’s Victoria Park 
on Remembrance Day to 
evict the protesters. How¬ 
ever, the Crown withdrew 
all charges against the pro¬ 
testers earlier this month. 

“We will be continuing 
to hold all people account¬ 
able to make certain that 
the public has a say in 
whether or not this can 
happen again,” Matheson 
said over the long weekend. 

About 30 people came 
out to Grand Parade on 
Saturday to express their 
views, with some citing 
finances as a big hurdle 
when proceeding with legal 
action, the Canadian press

A 21-year-old is facing 
charges after police say 
a stun gun was used on 
a bar staff member after 
a man and a woman 
were found together 
in the washroom stall 
of a downtown Halifax 
lounge.

When the man was 
asked to leave by the staff 
member, police say he 
produced a stun gun and 
assaulted the person. 

Other staff then 
restrained the man until 
police arrived. As he was 
being taken into custody 
from the men’s wash¬ 
room, police say he spat 
on an officer while being 
searched and was found 
to have crack cocaine on 
him. 

Police say Ronald Al- 
fonse Brown, 21, is facing 
charges of possession 
of a weapon, possession 
of a prohibited weapon, 
assault with a weapon, 
assaulting a police officer 
and drug possession.

Prince Charles and his wife 
Camilla kicked off their Can¬ 
adian tour Monday in New 
Brunswick, where he remin¬ 
isced about his time training 
as a military pilot, extolled 
the virtues of service and 
even played a pickup game 
of street hockey. 

Their visit — Charles’s 
16th to Canada — began in 
earnest at Canadian Forces 
Base Gagetown, where 
Charles flew as a naval heli¬ 
copter pilot in the 1970s “at 
an exercise area in the mid¬ 
dle of nowhere,” drawing a 
smattering of laughter from 
a crowd of about 800. 

He also extolled the vir¬ 
tues of service to community 
— a prominent theme of the 
royal couple’s visit as part of 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations this year. 

“The roll call extends from 
remarkable schoolteachers 
who, against all the odds, are 
giving their students the best 
possible start in life, to sen¬ 
ior businessmen and women 
who are working creatively 


to share their practical skills 
and experience with com¬ 
munities who need a bit of 
help,” he said. 

“I can only hope their ex¬ 
ample will inspire others as 
it inspires me.” 

Under sunny skies, the 
royal couple was given a 21- 
gun salute and welcomed by 
Gov. Gen. David Johnston, 
federal Heritage Minister 
James Moore and Premier 
David Alward. 

“The idea of service is im¬ 
portant, one with which you 
are well familiar,” Johnston 
said. 

“Like your mother, you 
have brought hope to people 
around the world. You have 
given service new meaning. 

“We also know that Can¬ 
ada holds a special place in 
your heart, especially right 
here at CFB Gagetown ... so 
this must seem somewhat of 
a homecoming for you.” 

Charles wore a blue 
lounge suit adorned with sev¬ 
en medals on his left breast. 
Camilla was dressed in a blue 


and white-striped outfit and 
matching hat designed by 
Bruce Oldfield. 

The Prince of Wales later 
presented a Diamond Jubilee 
Medal to 13-year-old Mar¬ 
shall Howard, who has been 
raising money for a scholar¬ 
ship in memoiy of Pte. David 


Greenslade, a soldier from 
Saint John who died April 
8, 2007, while serving in Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

“It was an honour because 
I didn’t know about it until 
an hour before I went on the 
stage,” Howard said after.

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Chinese activist unable to aid 
those who helped him: Mentor 


Getaway. Blind activist 
now in N.Y. after 
fleeing village where 
he was under house 
arrest for seven years 


A blind Chinese activist who 
arrived in New York over the 
weekend is “seriously troubled” 
about three people now at the 
mercy of Chinese authorities 
for helping him, his mentor 
said Monday 

“This is what’s very much 
on Chen’s mind: His inability 
to provide protection to people 


who were key in protecting 
him,” New York University 
law professor Jerome Cohen, a 
mentor to Chen Guangcheng, 
told The Associated Press. 

After Chen fled his village 
last month, his nephew was ar¬ 
rested and charged with intent 
to commit homicide — for stab¬ 
bing and wounding attackers 
who were beating up the young 
man’s parents, Cohen said. 

Chen is asking Chinese au¬ 
thorities to release the nephew, 
Chen Kegui, who Cohen said is 
not allowed to speak to anyone 
while in police custody. 

Kegui had “attempted to de¬ 
fend himself against thugs who 


invaded his house and beat up 
his parents,” Cohen said, add¬ 
ing that the action was in re¬ 
taliation for Chen’s departure 
“without warning or permis¬ 
sion.” 

“This is standard stuff in his 
village,” Cohen said. “This is 
what Chen was protesting.” 

Cohen told AP the dissident 
is also veiy concerned about 
what will happen to two others 
who helped him — a woman 
who drove his getaway van and 
a legal scholar who cared for 
Chen and who Cohen says is 
now under house arrest. 

“I’ve known Chen a long 
time and I can see he’s seriously

Law professor Jerome Co¬ 
hen noted U.S. authorities 
are aware of Chen’s concern 
for his inner circle in China. 
“We hope these cases can 
be solved in a fair and open 
manner,” Cohen said. 


troubled,” Cohen said. 

The woman, He Peihong, 
had never met Chen when she 
secretly drove to his village, 
picked him up in a van “and de¬ 
livered him to Mr. Guo.” 

Yushan Guo, a Chinese 



academic, helped Chen when 
he got to Beijing. When Chen 
changed his mind about stay¬

Quake in north Italy kills seven 


A magnitude 6.0 earthquake 
shook northern Italy early 
Sunday, killing at least seven 
people and toppling some 
buildings. 

The quake struck early 
Sunday morning between 
Modena and Mantova, about 
35 kilometers north-north- 
west of Bologna. 

Cheese producer Oriano 


Caretti woke up to the shak¬ 
ing earth, and then to the 
roar of 30,000 39-kilogram 
wheels of Parmesan cheese 
crashing to the ground in the 
warehouse next to his home. 

The 6.0 magnitude quake 
toppled-centuries old build¬ 
ings also caused enormous 
damage to the region’s world- 
renown cheese production. 


The Coldiretti Italian farm 
lobby said 400,000 wheels of 
Parmesan and Grana Padano 
cheese were damaged when 
the racks where they are aged 
collapsed. 

Total agriculture losses, 
including lost cheese, felled 
livestock and damaged ma¬ 
chinery in the agriculturally 
rich Po River Valley, are esti¬ 


mated at $200 million. 

Four of the seven dead 
were workers on the over¬ 
night shift who were buried 
in rubble. The other three 
victims — including a Ger¬ 
man tourist and an Italian 
centenarian — died of heart 
attacks or other health con¬ 
ditions brought on by fear.

Board rules against demency 
for Canadian on U.S. death row

A Canadian on death row in 
Montana for killing two men 
30 years ago was dealt a ma¬ 
jor blow Monday in his bid 
to avoid execution, after the 
state’s board of pardons and 
parole recommended Ronald 
Smith be denied clemency. 

Montana Gov. Brian 
Schweitzer will now decide if 
Smith — who is seeking life in 
prison without the possibility 
of parole — lives or dies. 

“It’s not a surprise at all. 
Even though they made a big 
to-do about it, this report just 
shows the way the state of 
Montana has been all along,” 
Smith’s longtime lawyer Don 
Vemay said in a telephone 
interview with The Canadian 
Press. 

“It’s always been they’re go¬ 
ing to kill this guy because for 
them to do an investigation 
in the manner they did shows 
they don’t care.” 

A report done by staff at 
the Montana Board of Pardons 
and Parole, obtained prior to 
the clemency hearing, strongly 
recommended against granting 
Smith mercy. The board’s final 
decision followed suit. 

“It is the unanimous deci¬ 
sion of the board to recom¬ 
mend that the governor of the 
State of Montana should not 
grant Ronald Allen Smith the 
extraordinary remedy of clem¬ 
ency,” the panel wrote. 


The decision by the three- 
member board was unani¬ 
mous. 

“The testimony presented 
by witnesses both supporting 
and opposing clemency for 
Mr. Smith was compelling and 
heartfelt,” said the panel mem¬ 
bers in a letter to Schweitzer. 

“The level and intensity 
of emotional testimony from 
both members of Mr. Smith’s 
family and the extended family 
and Mends of his victims, Mr. 
Mad Man Jr. and Mr. Running 


Rabbit Jr., was unprecedented 
in the experience of the board,” 
the letter said. 

“Whatever final decision 
that is made by you in this 
matter will result in continued 
grief and anguish for some, 
albeit solely as a result of Mr. 
Smith’s actions.” 

The recommendation is 
not binding. It is now up to 
Schweitzer to decide if Smith 
lives or dies. 

Vemay said he hopes the

Hidden bomb kills 96 
Yemeni soldiers

White House counterterror 
chief John Brennan has 
seized the lead in guiding the 
debate on which terror lead¬ 
ers will be targeted for drone 
attacks or raids, establishing 
a new procedure to vet both 
military and CIA targets. 

The move concentrates 
power over the use of lethal 
U.S. force outside war zones 
at the White House. 

The process, which is 
about a month old, means 
Brennan’s staff consults the 
Pentagon, the State Depart¬ 
ment and other agencies as 
to who should go on the list, 
making a previous military- 
run review process in place 
since 2009 less relevant, ac¬ 
cording to two current and 
three former U.S. officials 
aware of the evolution in 
how the government targets 
terrorists. 

In describing Brennan’s 
arrangement to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press, the officials 
provided the first detailed 
description of the military’s 
previous review process that 
set a schedule for killing 
or capturing terror leaders 
around the Arab world and 
beyond.

Yemen. Al-Qaida 
claims responsibility, 
says bomber was 
targeting Yemen’s 
defence minister 


A Yemeni soldier detonated a 
bomb hidden in his militaiy 
uniform during a rehearsal for 
a military parade, killing 96 
fellow soldiers and wounding 
at least 200 on Monday in one 
of the deadliest attacks in the 
capital in years. 

Al-Qaida’s branch in Yemen 
claimed responsibility, saying 
in an emailed statement that 
the suicide attack was intended 
to avenge a U.S.-backed offen¬ 
sive against al-Qaida in a swath 
of southern Yemen seized by 
the militant movement last 
year. 

The bombing left a scene of 
carnage, with scores of bleed¬ 
ing soldiers lying on the ground 
as ambulances rushed to the 
scene. Several severed heads 
were on the pavement amid 


large pools of blood and human 
remains. 

“This is a real massacre,” 
said Ahmed Sobhi, one of the 
soldiers who witnessed the 
blast. “This is unbelievable. 
I am still shaking. The place 
turned into hell. I thought this 


only happens in movies.” 

Al-Qaida said the bomber 
was targeting Yemen’s defence 
minister, Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Nasser Ahmed, who had ar¬

Canadian spies closely eyed exis¬ 
tentialist philosopher Jean-Paul 
Sartre, tracking his planned trip 
to Quebec in support of people 
arrested during a crackdown 
on separatist threats, newly re¬ 
leased documents show. 

The declassified Royal Can¬ 
adian Mounted Police dossier on 
Sartre also reveals that Moun- 
tie intelligence officers pored 
over translations of the French 
writer’s pronouncements, mon¬ 
itored his links to the peace 
movement and noted the aca¬ 


demic rebel’s brushes with the 
law. 

The two-volume file, span¬ 
ning 234 pages, was obtained by 
The Canadian Press under the 
Access to Information Act from 
Library and Archives Canada. 
Personal files compiled by the 
RCMP security branch, a fore¬ 
runner of the Canadian Secur¬ 
ity Intelligence Service, can be 
made public 20 years after a per¬ 
son’s death. Portions of Sartre’s 
file remain secret. 

Sartre transcended the rar¬ 


efied world of political philoso¬ 
phy, becoming a touchstone 
of popular culture embodied 
by the chain-smoking hipster 
ennui of the 1960s. 

RCMP interest in Sartre 
dates from at least October 1952 
when the Mounties took note 
of a speech he had given to the 
French Parliament. 

The RCMP monitored a wide 
range of groups and individuals 
during the Cold War in an at¬ 
tempt to identify left-wing sub¬ 
versives.

In Facebook’s case, says 
Michael Pachter, an analyst 
with Wedbush Securities, the 
“underwriters gave FB poor 
advice, and allowed them 
to sell too much stock, then 
didn’t properly sell the deal.”

Not all teenagers are ‘young 
and dumb.’ Although you’ll 
be fooled into thinking this 


is the case at the beginning 
of The We and the I. 

The film begins as Mi¬ 
chael, Teresa, Laidychen, Big 
T and the gang trade high 
school in the Bronx for holi¬ 
days and parties. Kicking and 
screaming, they pile up in¬ 
side the bus, kick the small 
kids off the back seats, mis¬ 
treat an old lady and shout in¬ 
sults (and throw the odd slap) 
at each other. 

Throughout the entire 
journey, the audience wit¬ 
nesses the emotional — but 
easy flowing — evolution of 


the relationship between 
the teenagers. 

And there’s a reason 
for this: they played them¬ 
selves. The story line came 
to Michel Gondry as he was 
sat on the number 80 bus in 
Paris. 

“It was the end of the 
day and I watched as these 
kids came out of class. It 
was such chaos, there were 
so many of them. As I saw 
them coming out one after 
the other, I started imaging 
the ties between them and 
how they evolved.” 

It was when Gondry came 
across an extra curricular 
activity program called The 
Point offering lessons in 
“acting, photography and 
... activism” that he decided 
to organize a workshop to 
find his cast. He hired the 
first 40 that signed up and 
kept their original names. 

“As I started to get to know 
the kids, I let their stories 
merge into the one I wanted 
to tell. The characters slowly 
grew from there.” 

The We and the I address¬ 
es your typical teenager, 
moody and tormented: we 
sit through their stupid 
jokes, put up with obses¬ 
sions with sex and figure 
out the hidden worries. 

“My job gives me a good 
excuse to hang on to my 
teens. I did feel guilty about 
the fact that whilst I could 
act like a kid, I knew I was 
just playing around,” con¬ 
fesses Gondry. 

“It’s this feeling of guilt 
that forced me to tackle 
more serious, social prob¬ 
lems some of these kids are 
faced with.”

Actors ‘for real’. Teen stars

Teenagers Jared Gilman and 
Kara Hayward play young 
lovers Sam and Suzy in Wes 
Anderson’s Moonrise King¬ 
dom. As for the rest of the 
cast, it’s one big name after 
another: Bruce Willis, Bill 
Murray, Tilda Swinton and 
Edward Norton... 

“This is my first film,” says 
Hayward. “My tennis teacher 
told me to go to the open audi¬ 
tion and so I went just for fun. 
At no point did I imagine it 
would all get so serious!” 

Gilman was already en¬ 
rolled in acting classes when he 
met Wes Anderson. 

“One day my mother came 
to pick me up from school, 
something she never does. I 
thought something bad had 
happened,” he remembers. 
“But when she told me I had 


the part, I screamed, cried and 
laughed. It was one of the hap¬ 
piest moments of my life.” 

Although set in the 1960s, 
Hayward and Gilman had no 
trouble relating to their char¬ 
acters. 

“The film is about two be¬ 
sotted teenagers. They don’t 
care about the consequences of 
their actions, however reckless. 
And what we learn from it all 
is that love really does conquer 
all,” concludes Gilman. 

So what about that kiss be¬ 
tween Sam and Suzy...? 

“There weren’t that many 
people on set that day and 
Wes had more or less choreo¬ 
graphed each and single one 
of our moves. That’s when it 
hit me that we were actors, for 
real,” says Hayward.

Is Xavier Dolan annoying? The 
gifted Quebecois certainly 
doesn’t have a good reputation 
within the film industry. Espe¬ 
cially since he made sure every¬ 
one knew how unhappy he was 
to find out his third film Lau¬ 
rence Anyways, isn’t in compe¬ 
tition at Cannes, but is “only” 
in another categoiy. Festival 
director Thieriy Fremeaux ex¬ 
plained that being only 23 years 
of age, Dolan still had plenty 
of time ahead of him to make 
an impact on the audience at 
Cannes. But Dolan wants it all, 
now.

Laurence Anyways is an 
incredibly emotional film. “I 
wanted to talk about things 
that inspire and obsess me: 
outcasts, likely morality and 
unlikely love,” he admits.

His partner, Fred, wants to have 
a sex change without changing 
her life. And so it all begins... 

“The film takes place over 
10 years. You can’t tell the en¬ 
tire story in one hour and a 
half,” explains, Dolan, “unless 
you’re OK with making a bad 
film, you need to take your 
time.”

How to: From tabletop position, exhale and 
round your spine towards the ceiling. Release your 
head toward the floor. Inhale and come back into a 
neutral tabletop. 



Cow 

How to: Inhale and lift your sitting bones and 
chest toward the ceiling. Allow your belly to 
sink toward the floor. Lift your head and look 
straight forward. Exhale and come back into 
neutral. 

Alternate between Cat and Cow for 5-8 cycles 
making sure you link breath and movement. 



Downward Facing Dog 

If you’re feeling sluggish, downward dog 
inversions will revive your brain and relieve you 
from back pain and insomnia. 

How to: From Cow, tuck your toes under and 
press back into a Downward-Facing Dog. Hold 
for 1-3 minutes. 



One-Legged King Pigeon 

Stretches the thighs, chest and neck and opens up 
the shoulders. Perfect if you’ve been sitting down 
too long. 

How to: From Downward-Facing Dog, slide your 
right knee forward and parallel to the front of the 
mat as you slide your left leg back. Recline forward 
if you can and stay for 8-10 breaths before switching 
sides.

Finding somewhere to eat 
while shopping around 
Mumford Road is a chal¬ 
lenge. Papa Mario’s is ob¬ 
viously popular as it’s often 
packed. 

Papa is famous for his 
Donair Egg Rolls (two for 
$3.50), an odd combination 
if I’ve ever heard of one. It’s 
exactly what you expect — 
egg roll pastry with donair 
meat inside. 

The meat is tender and 
has a hit of spice. The pas¬ 
try is heavy. It doesn’t do 
anything for me, but it sure 
has its fans. 

The Chicken Shawarma 
($8.45) is tasty and — unlike 
many chicken shawarmas 
in town — actually has a 
decent amount of tender, 
grilled chicken inside. 

It’s on a fresh pita and 
I have it well adorned 
with lettuce, hot peppers, 
pickled turnip and rich gar¬ 
lic sauce. 


The pizza slice has the 
requisite pepperoni and 
cheese — no surprises here, 
but it’s fine. 

Papa Mario’s provides a 
quick lunch option on this 
side of town.

Get your exergaming face on: New 
fitness trend keeps you fit and active 


Exercise craze. Giving

There’s exercise. And there’s 
gaming. And now there’s ex¬ 
ergaming. 

A Canadian pilot study 
has found blending video 
games with stationary bik¬ 
ing is a great way to meet fit¬ 
ness goals. 

“Yes, activity is good for 
us...but if we don’t enjoy it, 
we simply won’t stick with 


it. Exergaming is a great tool 
because it is highly enjoy¬ 
able,” says Dr. Melanie Keats 
(PhD), lead author of the 
study. 

Keats, an assistant profes¬ 
sor at Dalhousie University 
in Halifax, and colleagues 
divided a small group of 
university students into 
those who used exercise

bikes and followed a cycle 
training program, and those 
who used exercise bikes and 
played video games. 

Both groups were asked 
to cycle for 30 minutes twice 
a week for six weeks. 

Results showed the exer¬ 
gaming people were more 
likely to attend their exer¬ 
cise sessions, worked harder 
and improved their fitness 
levels more than those who 
used the cycle training pro¬ 
gram. 

Many gyms now have 
exergaming cycles and row¬ 


ing machines. Some of these 
systems connect to online 
resources and social media 
such as Faceboolc and Twit¬ 
ter so that you can track 
your progress, set up virtual 
groups and compete against 
your friends and other par¬ 
ticipants locally, nationally 


and around the world. 

Keats’ advice to those 
who want to exercise more 
but lack motivation? 

“Find something that 
you enjoy. Try new things, 
keep mixing things up, and 
involve your friends and 
family!”

Hey ladies, want to know 
why you can’t seem to find 
a long-term relationship? 
Tracy McMillan has some 
choice words for you. She 
says it’s either because 
you’re a b—, a slut, a mess, 
a liar, selfish, not good 
enough, crazy, shallow or 
godless. 

But before you get up in 
arms over these accusations, 
know that what she means 
isn’t as harsh as those pro¬ 
nouncements sound. For 
example, by saying “you’re 
not good enough,” McMill- 
lian explains that it’s a 
woman’s negative attitude 
about herself that allows 
her to accept poor treat¬ 
ment from men. 

She adds that, “A lot of 
people go looking for in a 
partner something that they 
don’t even realize that they 
believe is missing in them¬ 
selves.” 

But the extreme nature 
of the bullet points of Mc¬ 
Millan’s message did make 
her original Huffington Post 
essay, Why You’re Not Mar¬ 
ried, set a record number of 
page views for the site since 
it was posted in February 
2011. 

McMillan’s straight talk 
about how women can sabo¬ 
tage their own relationships 
is the kind of sage wisdom 
most dating books avoid. 

“Finding someone that 
you are going to love one 
day at a time for the rest 
of your life isn’t something 
you can hunt down and 
kill,” McMillan says. 

“You need to operate 
in the part that’s kind of 
beyond what you can con¬ 
trol. What that means to 


me is that he may not look 
like what he’s supposed to 
look like or have the job 
you think he’s supposed to 
have. What you need could 
be very different from what 
you think you want, and I 
feel like a lot of dating ad¬ 
vice books don’t speak to 
that.” 

McMillan explains that 
love is work — “the ultim¬ 
ate yoga” — and that it’s 
about examining our 
own behaviours 
before blaming 
the dating mar¬ 
ket. 

“It’s not 
easy to 
love 
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other person because we’re 
all really flawed, but I think 
if you can learn how to love 
yourself with your own 
flaws and work at making 
yourself better, you can also 
love another person and 
create a space for them to 
make themselves better,” 
she says. 

Where does McMillan get 
all this great advice from? 

Being married three 
times. 

She freely admits

“A divorce,” once noted 
Margaret Atwood, “is like 
an amputation: you survive 
it, but there’s less of you.” 
This usually means finan¬ 
cially too. 

But a friend of a colleague 
here at Metro, is exiting her 
marriage with a slightly fat¬ 
ter wallet, $20,000 to be ex¬ 
act. And now she’s wonder¬ 


ing what to do with it. 

Confession. After my 
own divorce eons ago I 
bought a red telephone and 
a sexy green Karmann Ghia.

Financial windfalls are 
rare.

Let’s say you have 
sizeable RRSP (registered re¬ 
tirement savings plan) con¬ 
tribution room.
